Richard Ellis and Friends 


The Academy is kicking off 1979 in grand 
style with Richard Ellis, the country’s fore- 
most painter of marine natural history sub- 
jects, and his truly unique slide/lecture en- 
titled, ““Adventures of a Whale Painter’. 
Ellis’ paintings of the great whales, which 
originally appeared in Audubon magazine, 
are considered the most accurate and mov- 
ing color portraits of whales ever painted. 
Reproductions of his paintings have ap- 
peared in numerous national magazines, in- 
cluding Scientific American, Oceans, Skin 
Diver and Reader’s Digest. The originals 
hang in many private collections and insti- 
tutions and he has been given one-man 
shows at such museums as South Street 
Seaport, The New Bedford Whaling Mu- 
seum, Mystic Seaport and the American 
Museum of Natural History. 


Special Exhibits 


After the publication of his well-known 
“Book of Sharks” in 1975, Ellis began a 
new book on whales, porpoises and dol- 
phins of the world, due out in late 1979. His 
research for the project took him to Scam- 
mon’s Lagoon to see the gray whales, to 
Maui to see the “humpies’’, and to northern 
Quebec to film blues, fins, and belugas. 
Share his incredible experiences this month 
with ‘‘Adventures of a Whale Painter’.
